WHAT IT MEANS IN KUKOPK

adopted in nearly all the countries of 
Curope. The time chosen for moving 
he clocks forward is Saturday at 
nidnight. 
This was done in Italy 


March 24, in France April 1. Germany 
v'us the first nation to udopt this 
ilun of saving daylight. Knghind fol- 
owtd the <-.xamji!e. 
Attempts had 


jecn made before to introduce it vol- 
untarily in some communities, but 
vithout success. 
It is not prai-tira- 


ile except by Government decree, hut 
after one sumiiic-r'h trial it may lie 
issumcd as ceilain that Britain will. 
:ever 
give 
up 
daylight 
saving. 


Neither will this country when the 
'Inn has or.cc hud a fair trial. 


A prominent writer in the Coiigrc- 


galioiialist thus describes the advan- 
:agc that was gained abroad Just 
ear: 
My foremost surviving impression 


of the day 1 arrived in England last 
Summer is that it was an unusually 
ong day. 
1 left Liverpool on an af- 


ternoon train that 1 had often taken 
n former years, expecting to arrive 
n Ixjndon after dark. 
But the sun 


was shining as we approached the 
city, and I was looking from the win- 
dows of my hotel on the busy streets 
before the twilight had begun to fade, 
The clock on the neighboring church 
tower noted the time as nearly 9.30. 
By suntime it was 8.30. 


1 began to realize what that extra 


hour of. daylight meant to London 
when after dinner I started, for a 
walk. 
The unlighted street lamps, 


the rayless shop windows and the 
hardly discerned walls of the houses 
m'ade the city seem so uncanny that 1 
quickly found my way back to the 
hotel. 


Of course the cities and towns of 


England will again be as brilliant by 
night as ours are when the fear of 
Zeppelin raids is past, but the gain of 
the daylight hour in summer will still 
be measured in a score of ways. 


The next morning 1 breakfasted at 


8 o'clock, which is early for London. 
When after it 1 sallied forth the tide 
of business was flowing swiftly. The 
air seemed fresher and the people 
more alert than I had expected. Then 
1 remembered that it was not yet 8 
o'clock by suntime. 


1 soon became BO accustomed to the 


changed time that I seldom thought 
of it except as I was reminded of it by 
some advantage 1 enjoyed or saw 
others enjoying all through the sum- 
mer and autumn. 
We played out-of- 


door games after dinner, or sat in the 
garden instead of returning at once 
to the drawing-room or study. 


Tiie public health was evidently im- 


proved by this extra hour of day- 
light. 
H relieved tile eye strain in 


study and muling and vnrious kinds 
of work by artificial light. 


H lessened the risk of accidents in 


shops and factories, now closing for 
the day when the sun was still shin- 
ing. It helped to prevent the congre- 
gation of boys and girls in dark cor- 
ners of the streets and lanes when 
the day's tasks were done. 


The 'economic value alone of the 


change proved last season to he suffi- 
cient to warrant its continuance. One 
hour a day less burning of gas and 
electricity in homes and public build- 
ings anil 
shops and 
factories 
for 


many millions of people counts for a 
great deal in the aggregate. 


The physical tone of all clascs was 


raised. 
In the strain occasioned by 


the anxieties and sufferings from the 
war I run sure the morale of the 
British nation was and is beter be- 
cause of the extra waking hour of 
daylight. 


The lane that Turns 


If Secretary of the Interior I«me 


would pursue his facts and arguments

cently given to the press he says that 
development 
of American

Why English Bread Is So Cheap 


Some are still asking why bread 


is cheaper in England than in Amer- 
ica. 
In Eugland a four-pound loaf 


of war-bread sells for IS cents, a two- 
pound loaf for 9 cents and a pound 
loaf for j> cents. These lo\v prices are 
maintained in England in spite of the 
fact that the wheat must risk the 
submarine zone. 


The explanation is simple. Eng- 


lish bread is heavily subsidized.

is cheap to the people, but costly to 
the government. 
In Great Britain 


the government controls all the home- 
grown grain and imported wheat. This 
is sold to the mills at a price that, 
muter rigid control, puts a cheap loaf 
en every man's table.

Kent was 
also the III fated nurse's home, and as 
a very small boy young Cnvell had de- 
veloped an admiration and affection 
for his cousin, some ten or flfteen years 
his senior, that bordered almost on 
adoration. 


Rejected by Canada. 


Inexpressibly shocked by the news 


of Ills cousin's atrocious death, tho 
boy Immediately presented himself to 
the agents of the Canadian recruiting 
forces In Chicago for enlistment lu 
the overseas service, but ho was re- 
jected on account of his ngc nnd slze-^- 
he wns many pounds underweight. He 
even went to Canada nnd brought all 
the political Influence he could com- 
pass to bear in order to carry out ids 
purpose, hut again was turned down. 


No one conld have bailed the en- 


trunce of America Into the war with 
more real joy than he. It would give 
him his long awaited opportunity to 
«nln some recompense for the murder 
of his cousin, he thiraght. He wns 
again doomed to disappointment. A re- 
cruiting olticer told him that he was 
too small. 
Nothing diiunted, he car- 


ried his case to Washington In person 
and the matter wns placed before tho 
wnr department through nu influential 
army olllccr Indhlcngo. 


Permission was given him to volun- 


teer In the signal corps, nnd this he 
did In Chicago last June. Lie has Just 
been transferred to Camp Gordon ns a 
member of the outimst company of tho 
317th signal battalion under Major 
liemphlll. 
Eagerly devoting himself 


to his duties nnd apt to leurn, he al- 
ready has been scheduled for the rank 
of top sergeant in his company. He 
also has developed his physique until 
now be Is as hardy as the best soldier 
In the army. He hopes for n transfer 
to the aviation section, as it Is the goal 
of his ambition to hurl bombs on the 
Bochcs from the air. 


A visitor to Camp Gordon this week 


to see his son, Cavell'a father called 
on Captain Allen of the outpost com- 
pany and recited the story of Law- 
rence's long bnmed determination of 
revenge, a thing the boy himself had 
been too modest to do.
